For the week ended the 14th instant there 
were 9 deaths as against 7 in each of the two preceding weeks.

Sir : I have the honor to state that the health of the British Isles in 
general remains satisfactory, the only disease worthy of note being small- 
pox in London. There were, on the 19th instant, 151 cases of small- 
pox under treatment and 3 new cases were reported yesterday. The 
epidemic is practically confined to three boroughs of the city, and in one 
of these, at least, there is a rather large percentage of unvaccinated 
children.
